But that which pleaſes me moſt 1s the] 
fancy of S. H'lary, expounding the Pſalter to} 
be meant the Key of David, ſpoken of by} 
S. Fobn in his Revelation: And properly & 
nough : for if we conſider how many mylte+} | 
ries of Religion are opened to us in the Plab| | 
ter,how many things concerning Chriſt, what} 
clear vaticinations concerning his Birth, hi} | 
Prieſthood, his Kingdom, his Death, the ve} ] 
xy circumitances of his Paſſion, his Ref t

ſurre&tion, and all the degrees of his Ex 
altation, more clearly and explicity record: 
ed in the Pſalter than in all the old Ps 
phets beſides , we. may eaſily believe tha 
Chriſt with the Key of David in his hand, 1 
nothivg clfc but Chrift fully opened and m 
Nifcſted to us- in the Pſalms in the whole my; 
ſtery of our Redemption. Omnes pene Pſalmi 
Chbrift; perſonam ſuſtinent, (aith Tertullian, Al 
molt all the Pſalms repreſent the Pexſon ol 
Chriſt. Now this Key of: David opens no 
only the Kingdom ot Grace, by revelation 
the myſteries.of our Religion, but the King+ 
dom of Heaven too it being ſuch a "oflon al 


on of prayers, Eucharili, as of hope, of lov 
of patience, and all. other Chriſtian vers 
tues, thatas the everlaſting kingdom is given} to 
fo the Heir of the houſe of David, ſo the h 
nour of opening that kingdom is giv 
to the fixſt Prince of that Family 3 thi 
Plal 
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Palmes of his Father David are one ofthe 
belt inlets into the Kingdom of the Son. 
Something to this purpoſe is that ſaying of 
one of the old Doctors, Vox Pſalmodiefi re- 
to corde dirigatur , in tantum omnipotenti 
Deo aditurms ad animum aperit, ut intente 
anime vel prophetie myſteria vel compunGionis 
ſpiritum infundat, The ſaying or linging of 
Plalms opensa way ſo wide for God to en- 
ter into the heart, that a devout foul does - 
uſually from, ſuch an imployment receive 
the grace of compunGion and contrition or - 
of underſtanding Prophecies. . 

Upon ſuch premiſes as theſe, or better, the 
Church of God in all ages hath made Pavid's 


# Plalter the greatcſt part ,of her publick and 


private. devotions ſometimes dividing the 
Plalter into ſeven parts, that every weeks de- 
vation might ſpend it all, 

Sometimes decrceing that it ſhould be ſaid + 
day and night. Otherwhile injoyning the 
recitation of the whole Pfalter before the 


4 celebration of the Bleſſed Sacrament ; and - 
| after Come time it was made the publick office 
of the Church. 


It was the general uſe of Chriſtendom 
tolay the Pſalms Antiphonatim, by way of 
verſe and anſwer , faith Suidasz and 
{o. ancient , that the Religious of S. Mark 


in. Alexandria uſed it, faith Phi/o the Jew.z © 


and 1 
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and S. T-natins, or elſe Flwvianus, and Di- 
edorus brought it firſt into the Church of 
Antioch. 

And for the private Devotions, that they 
chiefly conſiſted of the Plalms, we have great 
probability from the ſtrict requiring it of the 
Clergy, and particularly trom them who 
came to be ordained, great readineſs of ſay- | 
ing the Pſalter by heart. It was S. Hierom's| 
counſel to Ruſticus : and when S. Gregory was} | 
to ordain the Biſhop of Ancona, his inquiry} : 
concerning his Canonical ſufficiency was, iff | 
he could fay David's Plalms without book ,} « 
and for a diſability of doing it, Johx thefj « 
Prieſt was rejected from the Biſhoprick off © 
Ravenxa. But this I conceive more rclates to} 1 
their private than to their publick devotions:} 75 
for I cannot think but that in reſpe& of the} e 
publick Liturgy, it was enough for Biſhops} ! 
and Priefts to read the Plalm 3 the requir-j$ Y 
ing ability to remember them was to engage} V 
them to a frequent uſe of ſo admirable devo-ſ t! 
tions in their private offices. el 

But the P(a)ms were not only of uſe to the} t 
* Church, as they lay in their own poſition} b 
and form, but the devour men of ſeveral} T 
ages drew them into Collects, Antiphone- 
rics, Reſponſories, and all other parts of their 
devotions. They made their prayers out of the} hi 
Plalms3 their contellions, their doxo!ogies,} At 


their] 
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their ejaculations for the moſt part were clau» * 
ſes or periods of the plalter. 5, Hierome made 
a colleQion of choice verficles, and put them _ 
together into their (everal claſſes, and that _ 
was much of his devotion; the Collecion 
is ſtill extant under the Name of S. FHierom's 
Pſalter. S. Athanaſius made an Index of the 
ſeveral occaſions and matters of prayer and 
Euchariſt, and fitted Plalms toeach particue 
lar, that was his devotion the Pſalm, -entire 
as they lay, only he made tit!es of his-own. [ 
have ſeen of later time a ſhort hymn of ſome 


' eight verſes, which are indeed choice fenten= 


ces out of ſeveral Pſalms ſet together to make 
a compendium of Liturgy or Breviary of our 
necefſicy and devotions, collected by S. Ber- 
nardixe : it 15a very good Copy to be follows . 
ed. But if we look into the old Liturgics of ; 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches, and 
where we will almoſt into the private de- 
yotions of the old Writers, we may ſay of 
them in the expreſſion of the Prophet, Hawri= + 
ebant aquas efontibus Salvatoris, they drew _ 
their waters from the' fountains of our - 
bleſſed Saviour, but through the Limbecks of. * 
David. | 

But the praQtice of this devotion I derived 
froma higher precedent, even of Chriſt and 
his Apoliles : for before the Pafſion immedi=- * 
ately they ſung a palm, ſaith the Scripture 5 

Hymng 
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Hymno diflo, faith the vulgar Latine, ha» 


ving recited orſaid a Pſalm. But how- | 


ever, it was part of David's Plalter that 
was ſung, it was the great Allelujah, as 
the. Jews called it, begining at the T13, 
Plalm, to the I1g. exclufively, part of that 
was (ung. But this devotion continued 
{ with our bleſſed Saviour as long as breath 
| was in him, for when he-was upon the 
Croſs, he. recited the 22. Pſalm ad verbum, 


faith the Tradition of the Church ; and that | 
he began it, ſaith the Scripture , My God, | 
My. God, why baſt thou forſaken me? The 


whole Plalm is rather a Hiſtory than a 
prediction of the Paſſion 3 and what Twrtw!li- 
ax ſaith of the whole Pſalter, is particularly 
verified of this, Filium ad Patrem, id eſt, Chris: 


| ftum ad Deum verba facientem repreſentat, it 


repreſents the Sons addreſs to his Father, 
that is, Chriſt ſpeaking to God. Againſt 
the example of Chriſt if we confront the 


practice of Antichriſt, nothing. can be aid. 


greater in commendation of this manner 
of devotion : for B. Hippolytxs, in his Ora» 
tion of the end of the world, faith, that 
xm the dayes of Antichriſt, Pſalmorum decany 
#atio ceſſabit , they | ſhall then no more 
uſe the tinging, or ſaying of Pſalms ; which 
* when I had obſerved, without any further 

deliberation I fixed upon the Plalter as the 
beſt 
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beſt weapon againſt him, whoſe coming we 
have great reaſon to believe is not far off, ſo 
great preparation 1s making for him. 

From the example of Chritt this grew to 
be a practice Apoſtolical, and their devotion 
came exactly home to the likeneſs of the de- 
ſign of this very Book; they turned the 
Pſalms into Prayers. 

Thus it was (aid of Pazl and Silas, AF. 16. 
They. prayed a Pſalm, fo it is in the Greek 


and we have a Copy left us of one of-the 


Prayers or Colle&s which they made out 
of the bowels of the {ſecond Pſalm 3 it is 
in the fourth. chapter of the As, begin» 
ning at the 24. verſe, and ends at the 37, 
And now I have ſhown you the reaſons of 
my choice, and the Precedents that I' have 


} followed. This Jaſt comes home to eve= 


xy circumſtance of my Book. I: onely 
add this, that fince according} to the in- 
ſtruction of our bleſſed Saviour, God is to 
be worſhipped in Spirit and in Truth 3 no 
worſhipping can be more true or more 
ſpiritual than the Pſalter, ſaid with a pure 
mind and-a hearty devotion. For David 
was Gods inftrument to the Church, teach» -/ 
Ing. and. admoniſhing us ( as our duty 
s.to each. other ) in Pfalmes and Hymns 
and ſpiritual Songs 3 and the. Spirit of 
Truth was the grand Dictator of what

» And yet beſides the ſpiritual ſenſe of an 
aQual devotion, which is ſooner had in this 
uſe of the Pſalms than of other Prayers, I 
have had a meditation that this manner of 
devotion might be a good Symbol and inſtru» 
ment of Communion between Chriſtians of 
a different perſwaſion: For if we would 
communicate in the Gme private devoti- 
ons, it were a great degree of peace and Chas 


rity. The Nicene Fathers in their zeal againſt 
| Hercfie, forbad their people to be preſent at 


the Prayers of Hereticks : and they had great 
xcalon, ſo long as they derived their Herefie 
intotheir Licurgy , into their very forms of 
Baptiſm, But I am much ſcandalized, when 
I ſce a man refuſe to communicate with 
me in my Prayers, even ſoch as are in his 


{ Own Breviary or Manual. For methinks it is 


ſtrange that the Lords Prayer it ſelf ſhould 
be unhallowed in the mouth of a Prote-* | 
ſtant, and yet the whole office from the 
mouth _ 
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mouth of one of their Pricſts, though never | t 


ſo wicked, though a Necromancer, a ſecret 
Jew, or any thing, ſo of their Communion, 
ſhall loſe no titcle of its ſanity and value, 
So long as nothing of controverhie is 
brought into our prayers, ( and certainly 
we may very well pray to God without dif- 
puting) and Devotion is not made a party 
he that refuſeth to joyn with me in what 
himſclf confeſſes true and holy , upon pre- 
tence Iam a Heretick, will certainly prove 


| himſelf a Schiſmatick. For true it is, a He+ 


xetick is to be avoided, that is, in his tempta» 
tion and in his hereſie, juft as a notorious 
Fornicator , and Adulterexr, a fentenc'd 
drunkard, and no more; the Apoſtles rule 
excommunicates all alike, with ſuch men 
no not toeat: and this rule cannot with fo 
much eaſe and certainty be put to pradice in 
the caſe of hereſic as in the caſe of drunken» 
nels, becauſe hereſie is as much harder to be 
Jucged as the ſou! is more inviſible than the 

ody eſpecially if we male hereſie to be an 
errour, not in the great articles of Faith ons 
ly, but to conſiſt in minutes alſo: as all they 
do who refule to communicate with pers 


- 


ſous diſagreeing. even in the ſmalleſt ar! 


ticle, 

But he that is ready to joyn with all the 

ſocicties of Chriſtians in the world in thoſe 
thin 
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| things which are certainly true; juſt and 


pious , gives great probation that he hath 
at lealt animum Catholicum, no Schiſmati- 
cal ſoul, becauſe he would actually com- 
municate with all Chrittendom, if bona fi- 
des in falſo articulo, ſincere perſwalion ( be 
it' true or falſe ) did not diſoblige him, 
ſince he clearly diſtinguiſhes perſons from 
things, and in all good things commani- 
cates With perſons bad enough in others. 
This is the Communion of charity, and 
when the Communion of belief is interrup» 
ted by miſperlwaſion on one fide, and 
too much confidence and want of charity 
on the other, the erring party hath hu- 
mane infirmity to excuſe him , but the un+» 
charitable nothing at all. This therefore 
3s the beſt and ſureſt way, becauſe we are 
allapt to be deceived, to be ſincere in our 
diſquiſitiens , modeſt in our determinations, 
charitable in our cenſures, and apt to com» 
municate in things of evident truth and 
confeſſed holineſs. And ſuch. is this devo» 
tion, the whole matter whereof is the Plalms 
of Darid, and the Prayers ſymbolical, and 
alike in ſubſtance, and of the ſame expreſſion 
throughout, where it is not alrcady by cir« 


* cumftances. 


So that I thought I might not imprudent- | 
ly intend this book as an inftrument of pub- 
lick 
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lick charity to Chriſtians of different Con» 
fcſhons. For I fee that all forts of people 
ling or (ay David's Plalms, and by that ule, 
it they underttand the conſequences of theit 
own Religion, accept ſet forms of Prayer 
for thcir Liturgy, and this form in ſpecial 


is one of their own choices for devotion:;! 


ſo that if all Chriſtians that think David's 
Plalms lawful devotions, and ſhall obſerve 
the ColleGs from them to be juſt of the 
ſame Religion, would joyn in this or the 


like form, I am fomething confident the} 
product would be charity, beſides other 


ſpiritual advantages. For my own parti 
cular, ſince all Chriſtendom is ſo much di 
vided and ſubdivided. into innumerabl 
Sets, I knew not how to give a be 
ter evidence of tny own belicf,, and love & 
the Communion of Saints , and deteſtati 
on of Schiſm, than by an Act of Relig 
on, whoſe conſequence might be ( if met 
pleaſe ) the advancement of an univerl; 
Communion. For in that which is me

Charity, I mean practical devotion and

menced this War againſt the King and the| 
Church,firſt fell out with our Liturgy,and res| 


fuſed to joyn with us in our prayers : I have 
therefore a frong perſwaſion,that if we were 
joyned in our prayers, we ſhould quickly be 
united in affeQtions : and to this purpoſe 
I have ſome reaſon to believe this Plalter 
may do good ſervice. 

For I have ſeen an Eſſay of this deſign 
made by that prudent and pious Moderator 
of Controverſies, George Caſſander , who 
did much for the peace of Chriſtendom, 
When diſagreeing intereſts and opinions 
made -the great Schiſm in the Weſtern 


Churches ; he puts forth devotions, and with |! 


them colle&s toeach Pſalm. But I faid, it
